Wasnminoton, March 2.--The De 
ficiency and Agricultural Appropria- 
tion bills, the last of the general ap- 
propriation bills, was reported to the 
Senate this morning. The Senate is 
now considering the morning busigess. 
. The Senate this morning defeated 
the free ship amendment offered by 
Vest by a strict party vote. 

Cameron statod as to the Red Star 
line, that it had been doing business 
at a loss. The question being on Mor- 
rill’s motion tu concur, Cockrell, Har- 
ris and Reagan stated their intention 
to vote against it; Vest stated his in- 
tention to vote for it, because other- 
wise it was certain that the conference 
report would make a worse bill. After 
yoting down a balf dozen amendments 
offered by Vest, McPherson and Mor- 
gan for free ships, a reduction of the 
subsidy, etc., a vote was taken on 
Morrill’s motion to concur in the 
House amendment for postal subsi- 
dies. It was agreed to by the follow- 
ing vote: Yeas, 37; nays, 33. 

The General Deficiency .bill was re- 
ported. Hale gave notice he would 
ask for its consideration to-day. 

The Agricultrral Appropriation bill 
was also reported with like notice. 

The credentials of James Hender- 
son Kyle, Senator-elect from South 
Dakota, was presented and filed. 

Frye called up the House amend- 
ment to the Tonnrge subsidy bill and 
moyed the Senat2 non-concur in the 
amendment, and that the request of 
the Houxe for aconfereace be granted. 


Reagan expresecd the wish that the| 


House amendment would be concurred 
in rather than that the danger & a 
more objectionable bill from the Con- 
ference Committee be incurred. __ 

The subsidizing of ships, he held, 
was not going to increase commerce. 
The only way to increase either the 
imports or exports was to remove the 
shackles of the tariff. Tke bill was 
simply a naked gift to theship own- 
ers of the country. Morrill moved to 
concur in the House amendment. 
Vest expressed himself opposed to all 
manner of subsidies. The subsidy did 
not apply merely to vessels to be built 
hereafter. The Red Star line, with 
four American built ships running 
from Philadelpria, would receive a 
large subsidy without expending a 
sinezle dollar, even for repairs,.and the 
Pacific Mail Co. would receive $600,- 
009 a year without further exycodi- 
ture. These companies were a'ready 
making money without aid from the 
Treasury. But, at the risk of appear- 
ing inconsistent, he was willing, if it 
would terminate the matter and pre- 
vent brirging the worse, to agree to 
the House aniendment. 

The conference report. a3 to the 
claims for Indian depredations was 
here presented and agreed to. 


Carlisle moved that Frye’s motion 


be amended by reducing the amount 
for transportation of foreign mails to 
$1,250,000, and it was agreed to. 

The questior being on Morgan’s 
amendment allowing contracts to be 
made with vessela owned exclusively 
in the United State, Plumb moved to 
add to it the words, ‘‘And constructed 
in the United States.’”’

tons. Vessels of the first, second and 
third classes be constructed with par- 
ticular reference to prompt and econ- 
ouical conversion into auxiliary naval 
cruisers, on plans approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy, strong enough 
to carry 6-inch rifles and of the high- 
The com- 
pensation to be paid for mail service 
is as follows: First class, $4.00 per 
mile; second class, $2.00 per mile, by 
shortest practicable route for each out- 
ward voyage; third class, $1.00 per 
mile; fourth class, two-thirds of a 
dollar per mile for the number of 
miles, at the rate designated by post- 
office departments to be traveled 
on each outward voyage. Pro- 
visions made for deductions 
on account of omitted voyages or de- 
lays for the transportation of mail 
messengers on each vessel; for carry- 
ing apprentices or cadets of American 
birth, ‘“‘one for each thousand tons,’’ 
for use in vessels by the United States 
as transports or croiscrs upon pay- 
ment to the owners of the valué inthe 
time of taking and for the assignment 
of duty of vessels under furlough pay ; 
of naval officers who may volunteer 
for service. 

The most important change made 
by the Senate Committee in the gen- 
era' deficiency appropriation bill, re- 
ported to-day, was the addition of the 
French spoliation claims, carrying an 
appropriation of $1,304,000, with a 
proviso that in case of the bank- 
ruptey of the original sufferers the 
awards shall be made on beha!f of the 
next in kin instead of the assignees. 
The committee also attached to the 
bill Plumb’s amendment providing 
for the transfer, without examination 
as to classified department service, of 
the clerical force in the census office. 
The other changes made by the com- 
mittee are as follows: For the civil- 
ization and support of the Sioux, 
$150,000; to the widows of the late 
Justice Waite and Justice Miller, 
$10,500 and $10,000, respectively. 

The bill now goes to the President. 

The committee attached a provision | 
directing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to examine and pay the claims 
that are already reported to Congress : 
for services performed for the govern- 
ment by the several Pacific railroads, 
‘and increased from 50 to 60 per cent. 
of the rate paid by private parties. 
The amount to t2 paid the Pacific 
railroads is for services p2rfo:med for 
the transportation of troops and 
+ supplies. 

Sherman offered a resolution elect- 
ing Senator Manderson of Nebraska 
as President pro tem., to hold office 
during the pleasure of the Senate, and 
Gorman offered a resolution tending 
the thanks of the Senate to Ingalls for 
the eminently courteous, dignified, 
able and absolutely impartial manner 
in which he had pre:ided over its 
deliberations and performed the du- 
ties of President pro tem. Both reso- 
lutions w-re agreed to and the oath of 
office administered to Manderson.

The Steamer Chester Arrives in 
Quarantine.

New York, March 2.—The steamer 
Chester, from Rotterdam, arrived in 
quarantine this morning. The Ches- 
ter is the steamer reported by the Red 
Star line steamer Pennland as seen 
February 22d taking off the crew of 
the Warren line steamer lowa. .The 
Iowa ran into a field of ice and was 
cut through. The Chester saved the 
entire crew and all the cattle men on 
board. 

The Iowa, 4328 tons burden, sailed 
from Boston February 17th, having on 
board a general caryo of 422 head of 
cattle, a crew of 60, 14 cattlemen, 4 
refrigerator men and 1 stowaway. All 
went well till February 21st, when she 
ran into a field of ice which cut 
through the bull and the steamer be- 
gan to fill. Attempts to repair the 
damage were futile, and when the 
Chester came to her assistance it was 
found necessary to abandon her.

MEXICO’S SYSTEM OF PEONAGE. 


Contrary to Law, but Carried on Without 
Molestation. 

A system of peonage or slavery is ex- 

tensively carried on in Chiapas, and its 

workings are novel and interesting. 


The slaves nearly all come from the 


middle class of Spaniards, and are not 
Indians, as is generally supposed. The 
usual custom is fora family who may 
have a boy 10 or 14 years of age to take 
the child to some plantation-owner or 
family of the first-class and propose that 


s| it shall take a position as servant on 


condition that an advance of $10 or $15 
is made to the parents. The contract 
also generally stipulates that the child 
shall receive a certain amount as wages, 
and that the sum shall be placed to its 
credit until the money advanced has 
been paid, when the child will again be 
free. As the child grows older and be- 
comes able to earn more money its par- 
ents, so it happens in nearly every case, 
apply for more money, thus piling up 
the debt. When the child becomes of 
age it generally asks for money for its 
ovwn personal use, and thus bound to its 
master it must continue in slavery un- 
til the debt is paid.

The 
Examiner, a paper that he helped 
liberally in a pecuniary sense and put 
itin the front rank of Democratic jour- 
nals of the coast, comes this morning 
with turned rules. 

In his long business career on the 
Pacific coast George Hearst made 
many friends and but few enemies. 
He was faithful and honorable in the 


fulfilment of his pecuniary obligations, 
and while in business matters he al- 
ways insisted upon having good bar- 


gains, yet he was always generous to 
his friends and ever ready todo his 
neighbor a good turn, and to lend a 
belping hand toa companion in dis- 
tress. 

Without being the possessor of bril- 
liant talents, yet he had those quali- 
ties of quick and ready adaption to 
circumstances and a.personal magnet- 
ism which brought success in his par- 
ticular enterprises to a. greater degree 
than many who boast of a university 
education and great intellectual en- 
dowments. 


A KINDLY NATURE. 

He had a hospitable, kindly nature, 
his domestic hearth was his home, 
and he was blessed with the society 


ofan amiable and leving wife anda 


large circle of warm-hearted friends, 
with whom he enjoyed the well-earned 
fruits of his energy and perseverance. 

The California life of George Hearst 
is full of exhibitions of perseverance, 
succese, reverses, and finally a rich 
harvest reaped from legitimate busi- 
ness Operations which not only justly 
enriched the individual projector, but 
contributed largely to the general 
prosperity. 

He was born in Franklin county, 
Missouri, on September 3, 1820. 


HE TAKES UP MINING. 


In 1850, in common with many of 
his friends, he decided to emigrate to 
California. His health being poor, he 
took the overland route. He left Mis- 
souri in March, 1850, crossed the 
plains in five months and arrived at 
Placerville, El Dorado county, in Oc-: 
tober of that year. 

His health kad not been improved 
by the journey, yet he at once began 
work at placer mining. He continued 
at the placers until December, 1551, 
when, bringing his practical knowl- 
edge of mining for ore into use, he 
with others discovered a ledge of rich 
gold guarts, which. they at once pro- 
ceeded to develop. 

The stamp mill which he and his 
partners erected upon the claim was 
among the earlier quartz mills put up 
in C alifornia. They worked the mine 
vigorously for a year, and abandoned 
the claim after having exhausted the 
richest portion of the lode. In the fall 
of 1852 he “‘cleaned up’”’ on his quartz 
mining operations, and with the pro- 
ceeds went to Sacramento and engaged 
in general merchandising business. 
This venture did not prove sufficiently 
remunerative, and in less than a year 
he returned to placer mining and con- 
tinued in it for several years. In his 
of -rations he ‘‘washed down’”’ iato the 
waste dumps of bis claim all his ready 
cash, and in 1856 found himself 
“broke. 9? 

HE DEVOTES HIS ENERGIES TO QUARTZ. 

He then resolved to quit the uncer- 
tainties of placer mining forever and 
devote his energies to quartz mining 
alone. He left the ‘“‘diggings’’ with 
only $40 ready cash and went to Ne- 
vada county, and again commenced 
_ quartz mining. He opened and 

veloped some good mines with con- 
siderable profit until 1850, when he 
transferred his operations to the 
Washoe silver mines. A company of 
friends supplied his outfit- and he 
started from Nevada City on Jul = 
1859, on a gon ey trip to the 
stock lode. Upon his arrival he found 
the extent of the exploration consisted 
of a few pits sunk on the sotface, of 
4x6 feet and five or six feet in depth. 

He prost »cted about six weeks, aed 
decided that the discovery’was of im- 
mense importance. He at once con- | 

for an interest in the Ophir 
mine and returned to Nevada City for 
the purchase money. After securing 
the money he journeyed back to the 
Comstock, -took possession of his 
claim and went to work. Afterwards 
he sold one-half of his interest in the 
Semen for $45,000. 

At this time he visited his home i in 

issouri remained there until his 
mother’s ‘death in April, 1861. He 
returned to San Francisco in Novem- 
ber, 1862, accompanied by his wife, 
whom he had wedded during his visit 


HIS UPS AND DOWNS. 


Mr. Hearst again went into active. 
mining Operations on the Comstock 
and elsewhere, and in 1865 was worth 


enterprises 
in 1866 he found himself again in re- 
duced circumstances, 


real estate boom in San Francisco and. 
in two years realized $150,000. With 
this stake he again returned to min- 
ing, and was successful. 


gin & Tevis, taking the active outsi 
and field management of the firm’s 
mines, personally visiting every min- 
ing district on the coast, as- far east as 
Dakota. He examined, purchased 
and operated such mines as he de- 
sired, until the firm had invested mil- 
lions and had become the largest min- 
ing firm in the world.  ‘ Uncle 
George,”’ as the miners familiarly 
called Mr, Hearst, was their expert 
and leader. 

Notwithstanding the multiplicity of 
his great mining and political enter- 
prises, he found time to enter other 
fields of enterprise and specu!ation. 
He established and stocked several of 
the largest and most prosperous stock 
ranches on the coast.. He also ‘pur- 
chased several millions of acres of land 
in Mexico, and, with his other’ im- 
mense landed and mining estates, he 
was the largest land and mine owner 
in the world. 

In politics he was always a stanch 
Democrat. He was a member of the 
State Legislature in 1865-66, and is 
now serving his fourth year as United 
States Senator. 
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DEATH OF A GOOD MAN. 


isaac M. Bragg of Bangor, Maine, 
Gees to the Silent Majority. 


The Bangor (Me) Whig and Courier 
contains the following notice of the 
death of Isaac M. Bragg, a cousin of 
C. A. Bragg of Reno: ‘‘ The commu- 
nity was called upon yesterday to 
mourn another sudden death, and the 
announcement that Isaac M. Bragg, 
Esq., bad passed away was a shock 
deeply felt, not only through its unex- 
pectedness, but also on account of the 
high esteem in which Mr. Bragg was 
held throughout the city. Death 
came without warning, and one of the 
most prominent citizens of the city 
had departed this life. 

**About 9 o’clock Mr. Bragg was sit- 
ting in an easy chair at his home on 
Hudson street conversing with his 
man, whom he was giving some direc- 
tions, when he suddenly gasped and 


fell forward in his chair, death follow- 
ing in a few minutes. He would have 
fallen up n the ficor bad it not been 
for a servant who happened to be near 
by at the time, and who saved him 
from the fall. * * * 

‘*Mr. Bragg was born in China, Me., 
on November 15th, 1812, and was 
therefor 78 years and 8 months old. 
His education was received at the 
common schools in China, and: at the 
age of nineteen he went to Orono, 
where he became a clerk for Mr. Fos- 
ter. After returning to China and 
attending the academy fora time he 
returned to Orono and formed a part- 
nership with Mr. Foster. At the age 
of twenty-four he sold out to his part- 
ner and came to this city, where for 
some time he was engaged in the 
grocery and West India trade, in 
which he met with success. Arter- 
wards he became identified with the 
lambering business, and devoted him- 
self to it until fourteen years ago, 
when he retired from active business. 
He was largely instrumental in the 
building up of a foreign trade and in 
the opening of the deal business with 
England. 

“During the latter period of his 
life his time was devoted to private 
affairs and to the management, as 
trustee, of several estates. In all his 
business dealings he met with success, 
and the general confidence and trust 
repoged in him by all was an evidence 
of the manner in which his judgment 
was regarded. He had. been a member 
of both branches of the City Govern- 
ment, and was at the time of his 
death a trustee of the Bangor Theolog- 
ical Seminary. He was one of the 
most highly valued members of the 
‘Hammond Street Congregational 
Church, and his consul was freel 

sought in the administration of édininith 
affairs. 

‘*Prominent traits of his character 
were soundness of judgment, excel- 
lent ability, integrity, broad-minded 
views, thorough unselfishness and a 
geniality and kindness of heart which 
endeared him to everybody with whom 
he came in contact. In his death-the 
city loses an honored citizen. The 
sorrowing family will have the deep 
sympathy of very many friends in 
their bereavement. 

‘**“Mr. B was twice married, his 
first wife being Miss Sarah A. Bab- 
cock, and their daughter is Mrs. 
William E. Mann. His second wife 
was Miss Augusta H. Taylor, who with 
their daughter, Mrs. J. C., Buzzel, ard 
Mrs. Mann, survive him.”

Health is Wealth !

When departing from the City of 
Mexico the stamp hunters were ad- 
vised to leave all their valuables behind 
and arm themselves well, and they took 
the advice. They traveled part of the 
way by stage and part on horseback. 
They were not molested, for the road 
was at the time patrolled by mounted 
police for the entire distance. 

“Stamp collecting,” the collector 
says, ‘“‘began almost as soon as 
the use of stamps become _  gener- 
al, or about 1847. Great Britain 
used the first postage stamps in 1840. 
Brazil followed in 1845, and the United 
States in 1847. Before that postage was 
prepaid, as it is on express packages to- 
day. About 1863 the first journal de- 
voted to the ‘literature’ of postage 
stamps appeared in Belgium. It wasa

The first stamp paper started here was 
the Philatelic Journal of America in 
1885. There are at present thirty to 
forty papers published in the interest 
of collectors, and six or seven of these 
are first-rate journals. There are now 
three incorporated companies in this 
country which deal in stamps. Two of 
these are capitalized at $30,000 each. 
New York has two companies and St. 
Louis one. 

‘The value of stamps, like every thing 
else in trade, is regulated by the simple 
law of demand and supply. Ifa wealthy 
collector is without a certain specimen 
that specimen has an increased value, 
whether it be rare or not. Rare stamps 


are therefore frequently not as valuable 
as more common ones wanted by rich 


But, generally speaking, 
stamps which have been -in use only a 
short time are the most difficult to get 
and the most expensive. There is no 
danger of stamps of recent date becom- 
ing as rare as those of former issues. 
Before Great Britain sent stamps to 
Mauritius they were printed there in 
plates, twenty impressions at a time. 
The result was that each of the twenty 
was different from the others in some 
minor detail. A rich collector is not 
satisfied with one Mauritius, but wants 
one of every variety, and this, of course, 
makes them valuable. : ht iting: 

“The highest price ever paid for a 
single stamp at public auction in New 
York City was $226 for a stamp issued by 
the postmaster at Brattleboro, Vt., before 
the Government issued stamps. A stamp 
issued at the New Haven post-office sold 
in St. Louis three years ago for $198. 
Much higher prices than these have 
been paid at private sale for early issues 
of stamps of British Guiana and Mauri- 
tius. Colonial governments often run 
out of stamps of a certain value, and, 
being unable to get them at once from 
the mother country, they stamp the de- 
sired value on other stamps. For in- 
stance, a French colony may run out of 
stamps valued at 50 centimes, and will 
print on their 25-centime stamps ‘50,’ 
thus making a new issue. This will 
create a demand for this new variety 
when the supply of regular 50-centime 
stamps arrives. 

‘*The government officers can there- 
fore print any number of these ‘emer-. 
gency’ stamps, hold them until they be- 
come rare, and then dispose of them to 
collectors. These are called ‘surcharged’ 
stamps, and the postmasters in the 
French provinces have made them so 
often, without any reason for doing so 
other than for their own private gain, 
that the sentiment against this kind of 
postage stamps has grown so strong 


THE OLDEST MAN ON EARTH. 
and vena Is One 

The oldest man in the world is a citi- 
zen of Bogota, in the Republic of San 
Salvador. This new Methuselah, says 
the Chicago Tribune, declares that he is 
one hundred and eighty years old, and 
it would seem he flatters himself, for his 
neighbors give the assurance that he is 
older than he says he is. 

He is a half-breed named Michael 
Solis, whose existence was revealed to 
Dr. Louis Hernandez. by one of the olfd- 
est planters in the locality, who as a 
child knew Solis asacentenarian. They 
have found in 1712 his signature among 
those of persons who contributed to the 
building of a Franciscan convent which 
exists near San Sebastian. His skin is 
like parchment, his long hair of the 
whiteness of snow envelops his head 
like a turban, and his look is so keen 
that it made a disagreeable impression 
on the doctor. 

Interrogated by the doctor, he an- 
swered complaisantly that his great age 
was due to his regular mode of living, 
and to his never giving up to any ex- 
cess of any sort whatever. 

“I never eat but once a day,” said he, 
“‘but I mever use any but the strongest 
and most nourishing foods. My meals 
last a half hour, for I believe it is im- 
possible to eat more in’ that time than 
the body can digest in twenty-four 
hours. I fast the first and fifteenth day 
of each month, and on those days I 
drink as much water as I can bear. I 
always let my food become cold before 
I touch it. It is to these things that I 
attribute my great age.” 


A GAMBLER’S SUPERSTITIONS. 


He Smokes Good Cigars When Losing 
and Poor Ones When Winning. 

There is a well-known sport, whose 
face is a standing portrait in the gallery 
of Chestnut street habitues, who is 
particularly heralded among his 
brethren of chance by the brands of 
cigars he smokes, says the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer. If he wins heavily 
onthe track all his friends know it 
by the terrific smell of the vile tobacco 
in his smokers.

BLUFFED. BY A DUMMY. 
Clever Scheme of an Old Timer to Ward 
Off the Law Minions. 

The Trinidad (Col.) Chronicle relates 
an incident of Joe Simpson, an old 
timer, who recently died in that city. 
Joe owned a piece of land near town, on 
which he one day found a corps of sur- 
veyors running a line. He promptly 
drove them off with a 44-caliber re- 
volver. .A warrant was sworn out for 
his arrest, but the deputy sheriff who 
attempted to serve it was held up by 
the furious frontiersman, his gun and 
belt emptied and himself sent back to 
town quicker than he came. 

Anticipating a visit from a posse of 
men, Simpson took an old suit of 
clothes, stuffed it with grass, placed the 
dummy ina chair at the door of his 
cabin, surmounted the figure with a 
wide-brimmed sombrero and arranged 
a broom to give the innocent effigy the 
appearance of preparing to send a bullet 
through any one who might approach. 
Simpson then hidin an adjacent corn- 
field and awaited developments. The 
posse finally arrived, and, catching 
sight of the figure in the doorway, held 
a hurried consultation and finally beat 
a retreat.

A 1WO-TWENTY GAIT. 


It Was a Great Record Once, but Would 
Be Slow Now. 

It is now more than thirty-one years 
sincc a trotting horse made a record of 
2:20 or better in harness, says the Oma- 
ha World-Herald. The distinguished 
animal which performed the feat was 
the mare Flora Temple, and she trotted 
her mile October 15, 1859: That event 
made Flora Temple the talk of the 
country, and most persons predicted 
that.ber record would never be beaten. 
Yet since then three hundred and seven- 
ty-five other trotters have beat the 2:20 
record, and each year the number 
greatly increases. In 1890 it was in- 
creased over 25 per cent., the number 
for the year being ninety-one. This 
wonderful increase in speed of our rac- 
ing horses is one of the evidences of the 
marvelous perfection of modern meth- 
ods.
